CHAPTER I 
Preliminary 

, . and commencement. — (1) This 

Jrdei^may be called the Bilaspur (Courts) Order, 1949. 

(2) It extends to the whole of Bilaspur.

(ii) “District Court” means the Court of the Di 
trict Judge and includes the Court of the Addi- 
tional Judge;

(iv) “Land suit” means a suit relating to land as 
defined in clause 1 of section 4 of the Punjab 
Tenancy Act, 1887 (XVI of 1887) or to any right 
or interest in such land; 

(v) “Small cause suit” means a suit of the nature 
cognizable by a Court of Small Causes under the 
Provincial Small Cause Courts Act, 1887 (IX of 
1887) ; 

(vi) “Unclassed suit” means a suit which is neither 
a land suit nor a small cause suit; and 

(vii) “Value” in relation to a suit means the amount 
or value of the subject matter of the suit. 

CHAPTER II 

Court of the Judicial Commissioner 

3. Establishment of the Court of the Judicial Com- 
missioner. — On and from the commencement of this 
Order, there shall be established for Bilaspur a Court to 
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be known as the Court of the Judicial Commissioner for 
Bilaspur which shall consist of the Judicial Commission- 
er and the Additional Judicial Commissioner, if any. 

4. Appointment of Judicial Commissioner and Addi- 
tional Judicial Commissioner . — 

(1) The Judicial Commissioner and the Addition d 
Judicial Commissioner, if any, shall be appoint- 
ed by the Central Government and shall hold 
office at the pleasure of the Cent al Got eminent. 

(2) No person shall be appointed as the Judicial Com- 
missioner or the Additional Judicial Commission- 
er who is not qualified to be appointed as a 
Judge of a High Court under sub- 
section (3) of section 220 of the Government of 
India Act, 1935, or who was not immediately 
before the commencement of this Order, the 
Chief Judge of Bilaspur State. 

(3) Until other provision is made, the Judic'al Com- 
missioner for Himachal Pradesh shall also 
preside over the Court of the Judicial Commis- 
sioner fpr Bilaspur. 

5. Casual vacancy in the office of the Judic'al Com- 
missioner. — On the occurrence of a vacancy in the office 

he Judicial Commissioner, the Additional Judicial 

am'ssioner, if any, shall pending the appointment of 
the Judicial Commissioner act as the Judicial Commis- 
sioner. 

6. Rank, precedence and responsibility of J iidicia' 
Commissioner.- — The Judicial Commissioner shall have 
rank and precedence before the Additional Judicial Com- 
missioner and shall be responsible for the administration 
of, and generally for the distribution of business of, th- 
Court of the Judicial Commissioner. 

7. Exercise of jurisdiction by Judteia- Commissioner 
and. Additional Judicial Commissioner. — Subject to such 
orders as the Judicial Commissioner may make as regards 
the distribution of business between himself and thi 
Additional Judicial Commissioner, the jurisd etion of the 
Court of the Judicial Commissioner may be exercised by 
the Judic ; al Commissioner or by the Additional Judicial 
Oommissioner. 

8. Civil and criminal jurisdiction of the Court of the 
Judicial Commissioner. — Save as otherwise provided b> 
this Order or any other law for the time being in force, 
the Court of the Judicial Commissioner shall be the high- 
est civil and criminal court of appeal and revision for 
Bilaspur. 

9. Registrar and Ministerial Officers . — 

(1) The Chief Commissioner may appoint a Registrar 
and the Judicial ( 'ommissioner may, with the 
concurrence of the Chief Commissioner, appoint 
such other ministerial officers as may be neces- 
sary for the administration of justice by the Court 
of the Jud’cial Commissioner and for the exercise 
and performance of fh e powers and duties con- 
ferred or imposed on it by this Order or any other 
law for the time being in force. 

(2) The Judical Commissioner may, make rules 
for delegating to the Registrar such powers and 
such duties of a judicial, quasi- judicial or non- 
judicial nature as he deems fit. The Ministerial 
officers shall exercise such powers and perform 
such duties of a quasi-judicial or nou-judic’al 
nature as th e Judicial Commissioner may direct- 

10. Superintendence and control of Subordinate Courts . — 

. (1) The general superintendence and control over all 
Courts in Bilaspur shall vest in, and all such 
Courts shall be subordinate to, the Court ot the 
Judicial Commissioner. 

(2) In exercise of the power of superintendence and 
control vested in it, but without prejudice to the 
generality of such powers, the -Court of the 
Judicial Commissioner may do any of the follow- 
ing things, that is to say: — 

(a) call for returns; 

(b) direct the transfer of any suit or appeal from 
a»y subordinate Court to any other Court of 

equal or superior jurisdiction; 


yf) make rules and issue general directions and 
prescribe terms for vegubit’ng th e practice and 
procedure oi Subordinate Courts; 

(d) prescribe forms in which books, entries and 
accounts shall be kept In the officers of any 
such Courts. 

11. Registers , books and accounts and statements to 
be lent by Judicial Commissioner — 

(1) The Court of the Judicial Comm’ssionei shall 
keep such registers, books and accounts as may 
be neecssuu for the transaction of the business 
of the Court and shall forward to the Chief Com- 
missioner such of these registus, books and 
accounts and such statements oi the work done 
in the Court as may from time to tune be re- 
quired by the Chef C omm'esioner. 

(2) The Court ot the Judicial Commissioner shall also 
comply with such requisitions at mai be maVD 
by the Central Government or the Chiel Commis- 
sioner for certified cop : es ot, or extracts from, the 
i coords of the Court of the Judicial Commission- 
er oi- am Court Subordinate thereto. 

12. Procedure of the Court of Judicial Commissioner . — 
Notwithstanding umth’ug contained in the Code of Civil 
Procedure. 1908, or the Code oi Criminal Procedure, 1898, 
the Court oi the Judicial Commissioner shall record 
evidence and judgments in such manner and xuescribe 
such forms to be used in proceedings before it. as it may 
direct by rules made by it with the sanction of the Chief 
Commiss'onei . 

13. Admission and remora ot Advocates. Cain’s, and 
ldeadeis . — 

(1) The Court of the Judicial Commissioner may 

subject to such rules as it may with the sanction 
of t be Chief Commissioner make, admit proper 
persons to be advocates, vakils and pleaders in 
am Court in Bilaspur and may remove or sus- 
pend from practice on reasonable cause any per- 

son so admitted; and may authorise such, 
advocates, \akils and pleaders to plead and to 
act for their clients. 

(2) No person other than an advocate, vakil or 

pleader shall be allowed to plead or to act ex- 
cept that a party to a suit, proceeding or case 
may appear, plead or act on his own behaif or on 
beball of another party where interest is not 
conflicting with that ot such party. 

14. Seat of the Court of Judicial Commissioner. — The 
Court of the Judicial Commissioner shall be a court of 
record and shall sit at Bilaspur or at such other place or 
places as the Judicial Commissioner may, with the ap- 
proval of the Chief Commissioner, from time to time, 
appoint. 

CHAPTER III 
Subordinate Courts 

15. Classes of Courts. — In addition to the Court of the 
Judical Commissioner and the Courts of Small Causes 
established under the Provincial Small Cause Courts Act, 
1887 (IX of 1887) and the courts established under any 
other law for the time being in force, there shall be the 
following classes of Civil Courts, namely: — 

(i) The Court of the District Judge. 

(ii) The Court of a Subordinate Judge. 

16. Civil Districts and District Judges. — - 

(1) For the purposes of this Chapter Bi'aspur shall 
be deemed to be one civil District, and the Chief 
Commissioner max by notification determine the 
Headquarters of this District. 

(2) The Chief Commissioner shall after consuftation 
with the Judicial Commissioner appoint a person 
to be the District Judge of the District. 

17. Additional District Judges . — 

(1) When the business pending before the Court of a 
District Judge requires the aid of an "Additional 
Judge or Judges for ifs speedy disposal the Chief 
Commissioner may, after consultation with the 
Judicial Commissioner, appoint such additional 
District Judges as may be necessary. 
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(2) An Additional District Judge so appointed shall, 
discharge auv of the functions ot a District, 
Judge which the District Judge may assign to 
him) and in the discharge of hs Junctions he 
shall cxei else the same powers as the District 
J udge. 

18. Subordinate Judges.— 

(1) 'Die Chief Cummiss’oner may, after consultation 
with the Judicial Commissioner, fix the number 
of fciubordnate Judges to be appointed and if there 
is u vacancy in that number, may subject to the 
rules, if any, made under Sub-paragraph (2) 
Appoint such person as is nominated by the 
Judicial Commissioner to the vacancy. 

(2) The Chief Commissioner may, after consultation 
with thy Judicial Commissioner, make rules as 
to the qualifications of persons to lie appointed 
Subord'nate Judges. 

(8) A subordinate Judge inav he suspended' from 
office bv the Judicial Commissioner subject $0 
the confirmation of the Chief Commissions arid 
may be removed from office In the thief Com- 
missioner oil the report of the Judicial C< minis - 
feioner. 

19. The District Court to be principal Civil Court of 
original jurisdiction. — The Court oi the District Judge 
shall be the principal Civil Court ol original jurisdiction 
in the district. 

20. Original jur.mhctton of Civil Courts. — Save as other- 
wise provided by any other law tor the timo being in force, 
the Court of the Distr'et Judge shall have original juris- 
diction in civil suits without I'm t afl regiuds the va'ne. 

21. Original limits of Subordinate Judges. — The juris 
diction to be exercised in original civil suits us regards the 
value by any person appointed to be a Subordinate J udge 
shall be determined by the Chief Commissioner, after 
consultation with the Judicial Comnrssioner in such 
manner as he thinks fit. 

22. Local lim Is of jurisdiction of Subordinate Judyt » -- 
The Local limits of the jurisdiction of a subordinate judge 
shall be such as the Chief Commissioner may, by notifi- 
cat'ori in the official gazette define. 

23. Honorary Subordinate Judges — 

(1) The Chief Commissioner may, after consultation 
with the Judicial Commissioner appoint any per- 
son to be an Honorary Subordinate Judge and 
may confer on such Judge all or any of the 
powers conferrable under this Order on a Sub- 
ordinate Judge with respect to any class or suits 
Or with respect to suits generally in any local 
area and may withdraw or suspend the exercise 
of any powers so conferred. 

(2) Any person on whom powers are conferred under 

sub-paragraph (1) shall be deemed for the pur- 
poses of this Order to be a subordinate J udge. 

24. Small Cause jurisdiction of Subordinate Judges. — 
lhe Chief Commissioner may by notification in the official 
gazette confer within such local limits us he thinks fit on 
a Subordinate Judge the jurisdiction ot a Judge of the 
Court of the small causes undor the Provincial BinufI 
oause Courts Act, 1887 (IX of 1887) for the trial of small 
cause suits upto such value not exceeding rupees five 
hundred as he tlmks fit and may withdrew any jur'sdietioi 
so conferred.

Notwithstanding any! lung contained in the Code of Civil 
1’iocedure, 1908 (Act V of 1908), a District Judge may by 
written order direct that any civil business cognizable by 
ins Court and the Courts under his control shall be distri- 
buted among such Courts in such manner as he thinks fit: 

Provided that no direction issued uuder th s paragraph 
shall empower any Court to exercise any powers or deal 
with any business beyond the limits of its proper jurisdic- 
tion 

29. Ministerial Officers of Courts. — 

(1) The ministerial officers of the District Court shall 

be appointed by the District Judge. 

(2) The ministerial officers of Civil Courts, under the 
control of the District Judge, shall be appointed 
by the District J udge, 

(3) Every appointment under this paragraph shall be 
subject to such rules as the Judicial Commis- 
sioner with the approval of the Chief Com- 
missioner may make in this behalf. 

(4) Any order passed by a District Judge under this 
aragraph shall bo liable to be reversed or modi- 
ed by the J udioial Commissioner.

No. Fac. 52(5). — In exercise of the powers conferred 
by sub-sections (2), (3) and (4) of section 26, read with 
section 24, of the Payment of Wages Act, 1936 (IV of 
1936), the Central Government is pleased to make the 
following rules, tffis same having been previously publish- 
ed as required by sub-section (5) or- the said section 26, 
namely : — 

1. Title and Application. — (1) These rules may be 
called the Payment of Wages (Coal Mines) Rules, 1949. 

(2) These rules apply in respect of the payment of 
wages to persons employed in any coal mine either by 


(e) “deduction for damage or loss" means a 
deduction made in accordance with the pro- 
visions of class (c) of sub-section (2) of section 

7; 

(f) “coal mine’’ means any excavation where any 
operation for the purpose of searching for or 
obtaining coal has been or is being carried on, 
and includes ail works, machinery, tramways 
and sidings, whether above or below ground, in 
or adjacent to or belonging to a coal mine, pro- 
vided that it shall not include any part of such 
premises on which a manufacturing process is 
being carried on unless such process is a process 
for the making of coke ; 

(g) “Form” means a. Form appended to these rules; 

(h) “Inspector” means an inspector authorised by 
or under section 14 of the Act ; 

(i) “person employed” does not include any person 

to the payment of whose wages the Act does not 
appiy ; 

(jj “Section" means a section of the Act; 

(k) “paymaster" means the employer or other person 
or persons who may be nominated as such by 
the employer under clause (b) of section 3 and 
includes a contractor; 

(l) “emp’over’’ means the owner of the coni mine 

and includes the manager or any other person 
responsible under section 3 of the Act for the 
payment of wages, and a contractor; 

(tn) “contractor” means a person engaged under a 
contract by the owner of the coal mine for work 
on the coal mine and includes a sub-contractor; 

(n; words and expressions defined in the Act shall 
have the same meaning as in the Act. 

3. Register of Fines. — (1) In any coal mine where the 
employer has obtained approval under sub-section (1) of 
section 8 to a list of acts and omissions in respect of 
which fines may be imposed, the paymaster shall main- 
tain a Register of Fines in Form I. 

(2) At the beginning of the Register of Fines, there 
shall be entered serially numbered the approved purpose 
or purposes on which the fines realised are . to be 
expended. 


(3) When any disbursements are made from the fines 
realised, a deduct entry of the amount so expended shall 
be made in the Register of Fines, arid a voucher or 
receipt in respect of the amount shall be affixed' to the 
Register. Tf more than one purpose has been approved, 
the entry of the disbursement shall also indicate the 
purpose for which it is made. 


4. Register of deductions for damage or loss. In 

every coal mine in which deductions for damage or loss 
are made, the paymaster shall maintain the Reffister 
required by sub-section (2) of section 10, in Form II. 

o. Register of Wages . — A Register of Wages shall be 
maintained by every employer in Form III. 


u. Maintenance of Register*.— (!) A register required 
to be maintained by rule 3, 4, or 5 shall be preserved for 
a period ot three years commencing from the date of the 
last entry made therein.

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7. Places for displaying notices. — The Inspector shall 
specify such place or places in the coal mine as he thinks 
fit (hereinafter referred to us the Specified place oi 
places”) lor the display of notices, lists unJ rules under 
rules 8, 12 and 10. 

8. Notice of dates of payment.— T he puymustei shall 
display in a conspicuous place at or near the main 
entrance of the work place or places at the coal mine and 
ut the specified place or places, a notice in English and 
in the language of tho majority of the persons employed 
at such place or places showing (i) for not less than two 
months in advance the days on which wages are to be 
paid and (ii) the rates of wages and scales ut allowances 
payable to persons employed in the coal mine concerned. 

9. Prescribed authority .- — The Inspector shall he the 
prescribed authority competent to approve, under sub- 
section (1) of section 8, acts and omissions in respect of 
which fines may be imposed and, under sub-section (8) 
of section 8, tho purposes to which the tines rcali B od may 
be applied. 

10. Application in respect of fines— livery employer 
requiring the power to impose fines in respect of any 
acts and omissions on the part of employed persons shall 
send io the Inspector- 

fa) a list, in English, in duplicate, clearly defining 
such acts and omissions ; 

(b) in cases where the employer himself does not 
intend to be the sole authority empowered to 
impose fines, a list, in duplicate, showing by 
virtue of office or otherwise, such members of 
his staff as ma\ pass orders imposing fines and 
the class of establishment on which any such 
member may impose a fine, 

11. Approval of list of acts and omissions.- — The 
Inspector may, on receipt of the list prescribed by clause 
(a) of rule 10, and after such enquiry as he considers 
necessary, puss orders in respect of the said list, either — 

(a) disapproving the list, or 

(b) approving the list in its original form or as 
amended by him, in which ease such list shall 
be deemed to have been approved under sub- 
section (1) of section 8: 

Provided that no order disapproving or amending the 
list shall he passed unless the emp'oyer shall liave been 
given an opportunity of showing cause in writing against 
such order. 

12. Posting of list.—' The employer shall display ut or 
near the main entrance of the work place or places at (he 
coal mine and at the specified place or places, a cop, m 
English, together with a literal translation thereof, in 
the lunguuge of the majority of the persons employed at 
such coal mine or plnee, of the list approved under rule 
hi. 

13. Persons authorised to impose fines.— (1) No fine 
may be imposed upon a person employed in a coal mine 
by any person other than the employer or by n person 
included in the list referred to in sub-rule (b) of rule 10. 

(2) In the ease of persons employed by a contractor, 
no fines may be imposed by any person oth**r than the 
contractor . 

Provided that a contractor who runs more than one 
establishment in two or more localities, and who employs 
not less than 50 persons in one locality, mnv, with the 
approval of the Inspector, delegate his power to fine to 
his representative in that locality. 

14. Procedure in imposing fines and deductions.— (1) 
No fine shall be imposed on and no deductions shall be 
mad© from the wages of any person employed in a coul 
mine except in aooordunce with the procedure laid down 
iu the rules and regulations in force in the mine, arid no 
fine shall be imposed or deduction made from tho wages 
until the employed person has been given an opportunity 
of showing cause against such imposition or deduction. 

(2) No fine shall be imposed on and no deduction for 
damage or loss shall be made from the wages of n person 
employed by a confrsctor until the person authorised to 
impose the fine or make the deductions has explained 
personally to the said person the act or omission, or 
damage or loss in respect of which the fine or deduction 


is proposed to be imposed or made and the amount of 
the fine or deduction, which it is proposed to impose or 
make und has heard his explanation in the presence of at 
least one other person. 

15. Information to the paymaster.— The person impos- 
ing a fine ot directing tho making of a deduction for 
damage or loss shall (unless such person is the paymaster) 
at oneo inform the paymaster ot all particulars necessary 
for the completion of the register prescribed by rule 3 or 
rule 4, as the case may be, 

10. Deductions under the proviso to subsection (2) of 
section 9. — (1) No deduction under the proviso to sub- 
section (2) of section 9 of tho Act shall be made from the 
wages of an employed person who iB under the age of 
iilteen years or is a woman. 

(2) No such deduction shall be made from the wages of 
any employed person unless — 

(a) there is a provision in writing in the terms of the 

contract of employment requning him to give 
notice of the termination of his employment ; and 

(i) the period of the notice does not exceed fifteen 
days or the wage period, whichever is less ; 
and 

(iij tho period of the notice does not exceed -the 
period of notice which the employer is requir- 
ed to give of the termination of the employ- 
ment j 

(b) This rule has been displayed in English and in 
the language of the majority of the employed, 
persona at or near the main entrance of the work 
place or places' at the coal mine, and at the 
specified place or places concerned, and has 
been so displayed for not Jess than one month 
before the commencement of the nbsence in 
respect of which tho deduction is made; 

(c) at least one week before such deduction is made, 

a notice has been displayed at or near the main 
entrance of the work place or places at the coal 
mine, and at the specified place or pluces con- 
cerned, giving the names of the persons from 
whom deduction is proposed to bo made, the 
number of days’ wages to be deducted and the 
conditions (if any) on which the deduction will 
b e remitted: 

Provided thut where the deduction is proposed to be 
made from all the persons employed iu any department 
or section of the coal mine, it shall be sufficient, in lieu 
of givmg the names of the persons in such department or 
section of the coal mine, to specify the department or 
section affected. 


(3) No such deduction shall exceed the wages of the 
person employed for the period by which the notice of 
termination oi service given falls short of the period of 
such notice required by the contract of employment. 

(4) If any conditions have been specified in the notice 
displayed under clause (c) of sub-rule (2), no such 
deduction shall be mude from any person who has com- 
plied with such conditions. 


17. Measurement of the amount of work done by piece 
workers .— In the case of piece-workers, the surveyor who 
measures the work for such workers, shall at the* time of 
measurement, hand over to (he miners a statement m 
writing containing the measurement figures immediately 
after taking the measurements in the presence of the 
workers concerned. A record of measurement shall also 
be maintained in a measurement book of permanent 
nature and at the close of the wage period a list of 
measurements shall be written up under the signature or 
thumb impression of the workers and ,i copy thereof shall 
be given to the workers also. In case of disputes regard- 
ing measurements the surveyor shall, as far as possible 
settle th e dispute on the spot.

return in Form IV so as to reach the Inspector not later 
than the 15th of May following the end of the vear to 
which it relates. 


19. Advances to persons employed by a Contractor.— 

(1) An advance of wages not already earned shall not 
ordinarily exceed the amount equal to two calendar 
months wages of the employed person. In exceptional 
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circumstances the amount of such advance may, with the 
previous sanction of the inspector, tie made to the extent 
of four calendar months' wages. 

(2) The advance may be recovered in instalments by 
deductions from the wages spread over not more than 
twelve months in the case of an ordinary advance and 
twenty four months in the case of an advance granted in 
exceptional circumstances. In no case shall the amount 
of an instalment exceed one-fourth of the wages earned 
in one month. 

(St) The amount of all advances sanctioned and the 
repayments thereof shall he entered in a register in Form 
V which shall be maintained in English and in the 
language spoken by the majority of workers. 


20 Procedure, coats and Court. Fees .- — The procedure 
to be followed by the authorities appointed under sub- 
section (1) of section 15 and Ihe Courts mentioned in sub- 
section (1) of section 17 ot the Act, the scales of costs 
which may he allowed in, and the amount erf court fees 
payable in respect of proceedings under the Act to which 
these rules apply shall be such procedure, scales and 
amounts -is are from time to time prescribed by tbe Pro- 
vincial Government in the exercise of its powers under 
the Act in that behalf for the authority or court concerned. 

21. Abstract *.— The abstracts of thy Act and of the 
rules made thereunder to be displayed under section 25 
shall be in Form VI. 

22. Penalties , — Any broach of ltule 3, 4, 5, 0, 8, 12, 
15 or 18 of these rules shall be punishable with fine 
which may extend to two hundred rupees.
